Neverthe- 
less, it is seldom that a bank holi- 
day season passes without accidents 
of a more or less serious churucter, 
When one considers the hugeness of 
the operations involved, the only 
Wonder is that more of the traveling 
pubiic are not maimed or killed. 

In 1897 the wreck of an excursion 
Steamer occurred which was 4 sort 
of forecast, had one been gifted with 
prevision, of a much more terrible 
event two years later. The Ibex, 
laden with 500 passengers, was ap- 
prouching St. Helier on Good Fri- 
day of that year, and, seemingly un- 
Suspicious of danger, was proceed. 
ing at full speed between Guernsey 
and Jersey. As it happened, her 
speed, though fatal to herself, was 
the salvation of her passengers, for 
she not only struck a reef of sunken 
tocks, but became so immovably fix- 
ed between two of them that she 
could not founder, and there she re- 
mained until the Frederica took off 
all her passengers. 

Two years later the terrible Stella 
Catastrophe took place. She was not 
nearly so heavily laden as the Ibex, 
although she was a fine steamship, 
being, indeed, one of the best boats 
belonging to the Southwestern Rail- 
way Company plying between South- 
ampton and the Channel Islands, 
On March 30th, 1899, she started 
at 11.45 p.m., and five hours later 
she had foundered in deep water, 
and between seventy and eighty of 
her passengers und crew had per- 
ished,

NEW VEGETABLE FIBER. 


Australian Marine Plant Possesses 
Valuable Properties. 


In Australia there was recently dis- 
covered an extraordinary fiber of ma- 
rine growth which by reason of the 
vast amount of the deposit and the re- 
markable qualities of the fiber is ex- | 
weted to prove of creat commercial 
Importance, d ne 

This fiber is the result of the ‘ed- 
dings of the leaf sheath of a sea grass 
botanically known as Posidonin aus- 
tralis and so far has been found only 
in Speneer Gulf, South Australia, 
where the shedd.ngs have been im: 
prisoned by the action of wind’ find 
waves in the sand flats of the zulf. 

The uses of tie fiber are found by 
experiments made by competent per- 
sons to be many and varied, and 
it possesses unique qualities, — It 
will spin and weave in union with 
wool and will also take dye equally 
well, being so far as is known the 
only vegetable fiber to do this, It is 
practically noninflammable, its char- 
ring point being 373 degrees F., and 
it is to that extent a nonconductor, 
unlike cotton, It does not shrink and 
has more resillience than kapok, It 
is also found to be as good for snip 
ealking as oakum, f 

Blankets and cloth woven of a mix- 
ture of wool and this fiber, together 
with samples of the fiber in various 
stages of production from  plunt to 
yarn, are now on view in the sample 
room of one of the leading wool 
houses in Australia, and the manu- 
factured articles are being most fav-

tween his loyal troops and the army of 
investment, each hour bringing to hin? 
word of a fresh disaster. It has been 
stated since victory rested with the 
Constitutionalists that the Sultan him- 
self gave orders to his men not to re- 
sist. Whether or not this is true, it 
ean be safely said of the troops within 
the capital that they put up a stub- 
born resistance at all points and the! 
losses on both sides are exceedingly 
heavy for the length of time the en- 
gagement was in progress. 

The representative of the commander 
of the Constitutionalist forces is auth- 
ority for saying that the Sultan will 
be dealt with by the parliament and 
there will be an adequate inquiry into 
the sovereign’s alleged complicity in 
the recent mutiny.

Branch Line to be Constructed South 
from Vegreville to Calgary 
this Spring 


Edmonton.—The Canadian Northern 
will this i commence the con- 
struction of a branch south from 
Vegreville into Camrose and on to 
Calgary, which is to connect 


| Camrose with the branch from Strath. | 
cona, 


Already the railway company 
has laid down at Vegreville a large 
quantity of construction material and 
more is coming in all the time, and 
evidently the intention is to start work 
as soon as the weather proves favor- 
able, 

This will be one of the first branches 
to be built by the Canadian Northern 
railway under the provincial govern. 
ment guarantee bonds. 

The line from Vegreville south has 
already been laid out by surveyors and 
it is believed the railway company 
have secured the right of way into 
both Vegreville and Strathcona. For 
some time agents of the company at 
Strathcona have been in the field buy. 
ing the right of way, and work is 
about completed. The railway com- 
pany have also been negotiating for 
terminals at Calgary, and it is prob. 
able that construction work will be 
carried on out of Calgary as well as 
out of Vegreville, 

Fifty miles of this line at least will 
he completed this year. The Cana- 
dian Northern have also placed sur- 
veyors in the field to run final sur- 
veys of the extension from Morinville 
to Athabasca Landing, which exten. 
sion will also be built under govern. 
ment guarantee, Trains will be run 
ning over this extension within a year 


Poached in Error 
Vancouver.—The Seattl: halibut fish.

Coal Strike Spreads 


Calgary.—That all the coal mines in 
Alberta, with the exception of — one 
small one at Frank, are now idle, is 
the information brought to town by 
Mr. P. L. Naismith, manager of the 
Lethbridge Collieries, who arrived here 
on Saturday last. Mr. Naismith did 
not feel inelined to discuss the strike 
to any great extent.

shop.”

Well. l am sure that it means more 
than any of us know to “minister to 
the Lord.” In the great book of -gwor- 
ship, Leviticus, it is well to mark the 
phrases “unto the Lord” and “be- 
fore the Lord," and when they be- 
come daily mottoes with us we shall 
know more of true ministry, While 
they were ministering the Holy Ghost 
said, “Separate Me Barnabas and Saul 
for the work whereunto | have called 
them" (verse 2), Here we have the 
whole of these chapters In one sentence 
and the whole of every true Christian 
life set apart for the Lord, separated 
trom the world and self and sin, to do 
the will of Gai, to work the works 
which are beforehand prepared for us 
(Eph. f!, 10; Phil. fi, 18; Heb, xill, 21). 
So they, sent forth by the Holy Ghost, 
departed, When we are sent of God 
we always have His assurance, “Cer- 
tainly 1 will be with thee” (Ex, fil, 12: 
Judg. vi, 16), and it is only by His 
assurance that we will be separated 
from all things and people not of Him 
(Ex, xxxiil, 16; 1 Kings vill, 53) If 
we would know God as our Father 
and as the Lord Almighty, the mighty 
God who ts all sufficient for us, and 
have others see that we are His sons 
and daughters to His glory, He dwell- 
Ing in us and walking In us, we must 
be willing to be separated from all 
things unto Himself (11, Cor, vi, 16-18), 
The Holy Ghost having set them 
apart, the believers by fasting and 
prayer united with Him tn this con- 
secration of their beloved teachers to 
a foreign mission. They might have 
sald; We cannot spare them, We need 
them so much here. What shall we do 
without them? But they agreed with 
God and let them go and must have 
been specially blessed in giving to 
God the best they bid, How honored 
these two men were in being named 
by God for this ministry! Even the 
longest journeys are made very little 
of in Scripture, for what is a journey

Minneapolis.—The Minneapolis flour 
mills will again be grinding Canadian 
wheat before another crop has been 
raised in the United States.

The great obstacle 
in the way of handling the imported 
raw material has been the disposal of 
the by-product.

Money in Tubers 

Calgary.—Bow River Valley potatoes 
will this year be used in Calgary and 
to a certain exclusion of the British 
Columbja product. A number of Cal- 
gary residents realizing that the Row 
River Valley presented opportunities 
in potato culture fully the equal of 
British Columbia launched out this 
spring upon a tuber venture of no 
mean proportions. A quarter section 
of land was leased in the vicinity of 
Strathmore, and the whole area sown 
to potatoes, Now it is announced that 
the crop will average at least 200 
bushels to the aere and provide a pro- 
fit of something like $12,000, Fifty 
acres of this field averaged 800 bushels 
to the acre, 

Two four horse diggers and 16 men 
have been harvesting the crop at the 
rate of 16 acres per day and a few 
days more will see the crop out of 
the ground and into the pit.

Winter Wheat will be Required for 
Seed, and Farmers Should Make 
Due Allowance for Increased Acre- 
age to be Sown Next Season—160,000 
Acres of Land Available for Seeding 


Edmonton, Alta.—In the hour of se- 
curity, When tne farmers grain is be- 
ing harvested and turned into cash or 
stored for better prices later on, a 
timely note of warning is sounded to 
Alberta farmers by George Harcourt, 
deputy minister of agricuiture. 

“There is great danger,” says Mr. 
Harcourt, “of overlooking the facc that 
one-tenth of the winter wheat harvest- 
ed in the province this fall will be 
required for sowing to winter wheat 
next year. With the high prices that 
will be offered for wheat during the 
Winter months, and the great demand 
Which is coming from locai millers, 
and the foreign grain markets, the 
supplics of Alberta red will soon be 
exhausted, and hundreds of farms will 
face the seeding time next July and 
August without any seed wheat. The 
Wise farmer is the one who takes steps 
how to guard against such a situation 
When next year’s seeding time is at 
hand. 

“That some farmers realize the 
danger, is shown by the several re. 
quests that have already come in to 
Mr. Harcourt, urging that the depart- 
ment take some steps to insure enough 
seed grain for next year. Mr. Har- 
court feels that this is not a matter 
for the departinent to take up, but at 
the same time he renlizes that it is 
of very great importance to the farm- 
ers of the province. 
Will issue a bulletin shortly, calling 
the attention of the farmers to the 
situation and advising them to avoid 
any such contingency, 

Mr. Harcourt expects that there will 
be 160 thousand aeres of land avail- 
able for seeding to winter wheat in 
1910. The acreage in 1908 was 104,956 
acres and about 130,000 aeres in 1909, 
At this rate of increase which is not 
at all improbable,.the above acreage 
for next year will be close to the 
mark, 

The estimate of the department for 
this year’s crop has been increased 
since July report, due to the very 
favorable growing weather of August 
and the successful harvest season, In 
place of the 1,500,000 bushels the ex- 
weted yield is now place. at 2,000,000 
Coahele Ten per cent. ot this would 
make two hundred thousand bushels 
of wheat that will be required to be 
held in the band of fermers for next 
year’s operations,

| There was at that time not a mile of 
| railroad in Canada from the Red river 
to the Pacifie ocean, and the people 
of the western plains were importing 
their flour from the United States, The 
entire population of Canada westward 
from Winnipeg to the Pacifie was not 
more than 100,000, Today,” he cons 
tinued sinilingly, “there are one and 
a quarter millions of people in that 
territory, and One million bushels of 
Wheat are being handied on railroads 
| Whose total mileage is nearly 10,000 
Imiles. It seems wonderful that such 
great progress should have been made 
in the short space of thirty years. 
Canada has without doubt grown fast- 
er than did the western states of the 
great American union during a like 
period, 

“At that time, 1879," pursued — the 
railway magnate, “LT was working on a 
construction contract for the Canadian 
Pacitic railway, which was being built 
by government aid out into the far 
West. I started my railroad career by 
taking contracts to build stretches of 
the line. In 1879 passengers to Winni- 
peg journeyed by boat from St, Vin- 
vent. The CPLR. had been surveyed 
from Emerson to St. Boniface, across 
the river from what is now the thriv- 
ing metropolis of the Canadian middle 
West. Then, in 1896, or thirteen years 
ago, William Mackenzie and myself 
secured a short strip of line west of 
Winnipeg, and today we have 3,000 
miles of steam road in the western 
provinces alone. #The other day our 
ears handled 412,000 bushels of wheay.”’

(CONDITION OF INDIANS 


| STATISTICS SHOW AN INCREASE 
| IN THEIR NUMBERS 


| Have Been Dying Off at an Alarming 
Rate for More than a Century, but 
now Conditions are Changing—Be- 
coming More Sanitary in Mode of 
Living—The Industrial Side of In- 
dian Life Reported Satisfactory. 


Ottawa.—The steady decrease in’ 
numbers which for more than a cen- 
tury has marked the Indian races of 
Canada, is now a thing of the past, 
according to the report of the depart. 
ment of Indian affairs issued recently. 
The paternal guardianship of the In. 
dians by the government is being re. 
warded by a steady improvement in 
their conditions and morals and an 
increase in their numbers. During 
the last fiscal year the births of In- 
dian children outnumbered the deaths 
by 1,791, and the total Indian popula. 
tion increases from 110,205 to 111,043, 

The report notes that while infan- 
tile mortality and tuberculosis still 
prevail to a considerable degree 
among the Indians of the Dominion, 
better edneation and an increase of 
knowledge as to sanitation are having 
a good effect. The wigwan and tent 
are giving place to comfortable well 
furnished houses, equipped with all 
the conveniences of the present day 
civilization. 

On the industrial side of Indian life 
satisfactory progress is reported. Dur. 
ing the year the Indians of Canada 
tilled 52,899 aeres of land from whieh 
crops Valued at $1,477,077 were raised. 
This was an inerease of 3,968 acres 
and $198,866 in the value of the crops 
produced, Trapping of game brought 
the Indians in $616,854 while fishing 
produced slightly over half a million 
dollars. It is anouneed in the report 
that the department is considering the 
advisability of establishing an im- 
proved school system and a further 
development of day schools for In- 
dians throughout the country,
